S.O. No. 23(E).—Whereas the Central Govern¬ 
ment is of the opinion that heavier weight than the

Now, therefore; in exercise of' the powers con¬ 
ferred by the proviso to sub-section (3) of Section 58 
of the said Act, the Central Govt, hereby directs that 
the provisions of the said sub-section (3) shall apply 
to the said type of vehicle subject to the- modifica¬ 
tions! conditions specified hereunder below the sak

L Relaxation of vchiclcjaxle loads being accorded 
tliKjugh this I’otihcation is only for registration pur¬ 
poses. Thi.s is not meant as general permission for 
the transporter to freely move these vehicles along 
any road section. Before actual use of these vehicles, 
in each case, specific route permits for movement of 
the respective bca\y consignments along the c\)n- 
cerned route(s) will have to be obtained by the 
transporter from Maharashtra and the other State 
Govts.IPWDs and concerned Local Authorities duty 
incorporating therein adequate safety pre¬ 
cautions in respect of the roadway and structures 
thereon, based on detailed condition survey of the 
travel routes. The condition survey will be jointly 
done by the transport operator and the respective 
State PWD(s). Where it involves National Highways, 
association of the Roads Wing of this Ministry would 
be necessary. Alternatively, the condition survey 
could be got done through a Consultant working 
closely with the transporter and the PWD. The con¬ 
ditions set-forth as under will also require to be 
complied with : 

ft) No movement of the vehicle will take place 
W'itlicul prior condition|ratiog survey of the 
proposed route and a permit being obtained 
by the transporter from the respective Slate 
Govt, agencies after satisfying the traffic 
worthiness of the travel routefs); 

(ii) Based on the condition survey, all deficiencies 
of weak structures, bridges, cul¬ 
verts, etc. along the travel mule, which 
may jeopardise the safety of structures 
or o\ci-weightlovcr-dimcnsjn,ied consign¬ 
ments, besides affecting the smooth (low 
of traffic, will be identified. Necessary 
improvements [precautionary measures in 
the light of the deficiency survey will be 
uralertt'kcn .it the cost of the transporter 
before such movements are permitted. In 
this context, some of the possible snfctyl 
corrective measures, amongT others, need¬ 
ing consideration could be strenutheningj 
propping-up[re-construction of Weak bridges 


and culverts, providing bed level diversions 
instead of permitting movement over weak 
structure, strengthening weak pavements, 
control of travel speed of such vehicles, 
limiting the movement to day time or only 
during dry weather, regulation of such 
movements by guide vehicles for purposes

(ill) Load restrictions on various roads stipulated 
■by the public Works Department|Local Au¬ 
thorities will be observed as necessary and 
permission of such aulhorities will be ob¬ 
tained btore the vchiclts are put on the roads; 

(iv) The loaded vehicle will not be allowed to 
pass over bridged and other cross-drainage 
structures on the roads beyond their ca¬ 
pacity anil the transporter wiU have to make 
his own arrangements to cross the river| 
nallahs through bed-level diversions ttc. as 
directed by the PWD [Local Authorities; 

(v) Cost of repairs of any damage to the road 
and road structures either directly or indi- 
rccily due to the movement or these heavy 
vehicles shall be borne wholly by the trans¬ 
porters as par the assessment by the State 
PWD; 

(vi) The route to be followed shall be pie-dcter- 

mined and advance permission shall be ob- 
tahiea from the concerned Executive Engi¬ 
neer of the State PWDjLocal Bodies regard¬ 
ing each movement of these heavy vehicles; 

(vii) The State Govcrnmcnt[PWD shall not be re.s- 

ponsiblc for any damages that may bo sus¬ 
tained either by the said combination of 
vehicles or their contents consequent during 
the transit; 

(viii) The grant of this permission to the move¬ 
ment of these vehicles docsi not prevent the 
local officers of the State PWD|Local bodies 
for icgnlating or stopping flic movenu rt of 
these vclijclcs depending upon the exigencies 
of the situation and having regard to the 
condition of the road and road structures.

Ox) All the necessary warning signals such as red 
flags in the day time and red light in the 
night time shall be provided to indicate the 
extremites of the vehicles dearly. 

(x) The said vehicles shall be moved without 

any hindrance to the normal flow of traffic. 

(xi) For sfuch special trips, the speeds shall not 

exceed 10 kms|hour, 

(xii) The fitness of pavement for the movement of 

this heavy vehicles as well as tlie feasibility 
of negotiating the curves especially in built 
up areas, sufficiency of road width, suffi¬ 
ciency of vertical clearance should be decid¬ 
ed upon, prior to the movement of these 
heavy vehicles, through a route survey by 
the representatives of the State PWD, Pro¬ 
ject authorities' and the vehicle operators 
so as to identify defidencies if any. This 
is because the overall length, breadth, height 
and loading of these vehicles are abnormal. 
Any needed improvement of the toad net¬ 
work along the travel route will have to be 
got done by the transporter undertaking 
such movements at his own cost. 

(xiii) In case the vehicle is to be used outside the 
State of Maharashtra, such an operation 


will be with the prior approval of the con¬ 
cerned State PWD|Local Bodies and subject 
to such conditions! as the State Govt. | Local 
Bodies may specify for the safety of struc¬ 
tures, roads, bridges, road-users culverts and 
with due regard to safety to all road users, 
for which the State PWD | Local Bodies and 
the Police authorities will be kept duly in¬ 
formed by the operator, every time the ope¬ 
rations arc affected. 

fxiv) The weights specified in column Nos. 3, 4 
& 5 in the Table given above shall not be 
increased in the said vehicle; 

(xv) Separate prior permission from the Railway 
Administration shall be obtained before 
crossing any level crossing or any over- 
bridge of the railway; 

(xvl) While moving on any road-sctructurelbridge| 
culvert I causway, it shall be ensured that the 
said vehicle move at crawling speed with¬ 
out causing any impact and without apply¬ 
ing brakes and while no other vehicle is on 
that structure.
